INTERESSING RELICS AT THE TAKAO +!

. The proprietor’ of the Takao Ironworks, 
Kobe, recently purchased eight vessels as they 
laid at the bottom of the sea in Port Arthur, 
Two were Russian gunboats, four were Japan- 
‘ese steamers—sunk during the “bottling-up” 
operations—the remaining Russian ships being 
asteamerand a destroyer. A large quantity’ 
of scrap metal, chain cable, pieces of guns, and 
machinery have been récovered .and sent ta 
Kobe, and the salvage is now being sorted out 
‘at the ironwosks, There are great piles of © 
spent cartridge-cases of all kinds, and inter- 
mixed with these are found brass buttons and 
badges from the Russian forces, and accasion- 
ally—but only rarely—foreign coins. Pieces 
of machine- “guns, torpedo-mechanitm, "side: 
lights, and various: other ships’ gear, thickly 
coated with rust, are set aside as curios, being 
so’corroded by the action of sea water that their 
renovation is impossible,
